The first three months of the year were marked by weather of unexampled severity. The line, and 
many of its important connections, were completely blocked by snow; and this condition was followed by 
extensive floods, which caused great local damage. While, as rather a marked exception to lines west of 
Buffalo, and reaching largely to the northwest, the gross earnings for the six months were substantially 
maintained, the cost of operating was, necessarily, considerably increased, and the net result was cor¬ 
respondingly affected, as compared with the same period for the previous year. 

The charges to expenses include, as usual, the cost of steel rails substituted for iron, and with all the 
damaging effects of the winter and spring, the road and equipment have been fully maintained at their 
standard condition.

OPERATING EXPENSES, 

The road was operated in 1880 for 55.56 per cent, of the earnings. This 
included all outlay, as nothing was charged to construction or equipment. 
Besides the addition to the property already mentioned, there was included 
in the operating expenses the cost of 7,590 tons steel rails, increasing the 
number of miles of track laid with steel from 1,082 to 1,125. The side tracks 
were increased 12 miles. The passenger equipment was all supplied with the 
automatic brake, and other improvements looking towards the highest stan¬ 
dard of efficiency and safety, were made. 
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CONCLUSION, 

The transactions of the year show the correctness of the opinion expressed 
in previous reports, and which had for a long time been held by all reflecting 
railroad managers—that success was to be found in a large volume of traffic at 
low rates. 

The Board of Directors, at the declaration of the dividend payable Feb. 
1st, 1881, resolved to make dividends quarterly—the first one to be paid on 
May 1st, 1881.
